the foundations of the “stately edifice” of 
English Common Law were laid in ages 
rude and unskillful, and in proportions com- 
mensurate only with the simple exigencies of 
the times. Before commerce widely swept the 
seas ; before there were marts of trade swell- 
ing with the stir’ of traffic ; before tliere were 
any marvels of machinery and manufacture, 
and before the comforts, wants, and conve- 
niences of civilization had inoreased into 
indefinite multiplicities—-the relations of men, 
society, were few and simple, the variety of 
their affairs was extremely limited,and,ofco 
the law iteelf was but, the germ of its [pres- 
ent vaet infinitude. Its range was narrow—its 
sphere contracted. The tenure of real property, 
and the personal relations growing out of or 
modified by the feadal system, and trespasses to 
person or property, in times of vielence and 
the strong hand, néarly constituted the entire 
field of litigation. As the cases themselves 
were few and simple, the smachinery of the 
Courts was of no very complicated character, 
and was especially adjusted for the trial by 
, that distinguishing featare and most 
valuable inheritance bequeathed us by the 
Common Law. A few forms of writs, which 
determined the actions themselves into those 
iixed forms which have come to aa, suf- 
fiped for the trial of causes. It is a curious 
fact, that the originally brief and simp!¢forms 
of action, and the primary rules of pleading, 
which have gradually amplified into the system 
of verbosity, subllety and refinement which 
we now practice, were devised and adapted to 
roduce a cause to its simplest and narrowest 
elements, so as to suit it to the engacify and | 
simplicityof ajury. 
Jurors, in those days, who could very well 
hold a plough or fight a battle, and were unex- 
as lieges to « lord, or soldiers to 
follow a,banner to the field, were, however, 


little qualified to investigate and pase upen any 
but the simplest complications of fact. It was 
no partof the poliey of Judges and Courts to 


their fatal and pernicious vice of 

excessive and inexorable formality thus early 

itself upon the law, and has been, ever 

since, its ineradicable and most mischievous in- 
firmi ty. 

As it wae the boast ax “well as the ob 

ject of the common law to preserve the trial by 


simplicity of the panel, it would necessarily 
happen that cases would occur which could 
neither be brought within the unyielding forms 
or be solved by principles and maxims which 
were then known to the law iteelf.

The rigor of the common law, as laid down 
by the judges, too, was often utterly subversive 
of justice.
